ticle in the London Sunday Dispatch. 
The article said the new scientific de- 
vice could be used as well for neutra- 
lizing plague conditions and fostering 
healthier animal and plant life. 

Professor O. A. Newell, head of 
the research department of the Na- 
tional Health League, the newspaper 
said, has revealed some of the char- 
acteristics of the ray. It was describ- 
ed as “a wireless device made to imi- 
tate deadly rays which have been 
found in nature. 

“Emulsions of abnormal bacteria 
are taken from patients suffer'ng 
from various diseases. These bacteria 
sent out rays so ‘strong that in some 
cases they swing the needle of a gal- 
vonometre at ranges up to 48 feet.”

WHO IS TO BLAME? 


An accident such as that which occurred. in Edmon- 
ton on Saturday, December 23rd. must always cause a 
feeling of horror and shock to the thinking public. And 
the first question to be asked 1s “who is to biames” 


Two young girls and their younger brother had been 
calling on friends, planning to make the Christmas fes- 
tival as enjoyable as possible under the depressed- cir- 
cumstances under which they are forced to live. Father 
and mother were both away endeavoring to, earn the 
iew dollars which are necessary for the support of tne 
little family. 


As the children walk along the road on their. way 
home two cars approach, one trom either airecwon, ‘ie 
cnildren caught vetween the two giaring lights, get as 
far off the road as possibile and stand waiung fer the 
cars to pass; certainly the best thing they could do in 
the emergency. . Une of the cars, a seuan, unuer the 
control evidently of that hybrid species, the roadhog, 
bred up under the intiuence of gasoline and speed, tra- 
veliing at a speed which was cervainly not warranted 
under the existing road conaitions, aashes by, taking up

‘the driver of each car, however, had lights and 
should have been driving w ‘ith’ at least some degree of 
cauiion when meeting or passing anyone on the _ high- 
way. 

But should not the provincial or civic authorities re- 
sponsible for the care of this portion of the highway 
bear some of the blame for the conditions which made 
this accident possible? 

‘this is not the only place where ‘it is possible to 
travel saely only unuer the greatest precautions. How 
many lives were sacriiced at the now iamous ‘“Death’s 
Corner” before those in authority felt it necessary to 
spend a little money to remedy conditions there? 


We might be inclined to ask just what value the 
Government places on an individual life? When the 
issue lies between human life and money; how long 
should it take to decide? 


Money is available to improve or protect animals 
but sometimes human life seems to be the cheapest con- 
sideration; especially if there is not strong guarantee 
that positive returns will be made for thecash expended.
